When fire ravaged a lifetime of work by Artist David Sullivan, 
hundreds of friends rushed in to assist last weekend 
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Despite revised drainage plans for a pro- 
posed 21-lot subdivision at Turner Farm off 
South Main Street, some abutters still fear 
the new development will increase their 
drainage problems 

The Planning Board held a public hearing 
on definitive plans for the 29-acre site, with 
its proposed. combination of conventional 
and clustered lots, Tuesday night at the 
Essex Street theatre building 

The planners must approve or disapprove 
the plans by May 25, and will make that 
decision during their next meeting on May 
25, Chairman David Gravallese said 

During this week’s hearing, the planners 
did not name any objections to the plans 

The board during January granted devel- 
oper John Magee of Magee Construction, 
Arlington, a special permit to cluster 13 lots 
at the site. In exchange, Magee will deed to 
the town a four-acre lot of permanent green 
space at the rear of the site 

The remaining eight lots will be of con- 
ventional size, from 30,000 square feet to 
more than an acre. The clustered lots are 
each about 30,000 square feet, according to 
Magee’s engineer, Paul Turbide of Port 
Engineering, Newport

According to»the 
grant’s guidelines, the Stevens foundations will provide up to 
$200,000 in matching funds for contributions made to the 
capital campaign after May 1. 

. Judge John E. Fenton, Jr., president, Bon Secours Hospital, 
thanked the foundations’ trustees, Phebe S. Miner, Samuel S. 
Rogers, Horace P. Stevens III and Christopher W. Rogers for 
their continual support and generosity throughout the past 13 
years, noting that their challenge grant emphasizes the equal- 
ly important role all members of the community play in 
making Expansion °83 a reality. ‘‘The challenge grant is a 
great incentive to each member of our community, since 
every donation will now double in value as a direct result of 
being matched ‘dollar-for-dollar.’ This substantial assistance 
from the community is the only way that Bon Secours Hospi- 
tal can translate Expansion '83 into the new and enhanced 
medical facility that this area needs,’ said Fenton. 

The Stevens foundations annually donate monies to a vari- 
ety of local organizations such as hospitals, private and public 
elementary and secondary schools, as well as to music, art 
and youth programs. Since 1969 the fondations have donated

solved during private meetings with the 
developer’s representatives. 

Ferrante described plans for three cul-de- 
sacs on the 22.9-acre site, two off Ballard- 
vale Road and a smaller one off Woburn 
Street. The cluster development would in- 
clude 30 homes, and seven acres of perma- 
nent open space. 

Drainage would run toward an existing 
wetlands at the rear of the site, he said. 

To satisfy neighbors on Tilton Lane, the 
developer has agreed to leave a 30-foot 
conservatory easement at the back of the 
site, a ‘‘green screen”’ that will shield abut- 
ters from the new homes. The screening 
trees will belong to the owners of the tea 
lots, but they will not have the right to cut 
trees down, except for normal mainte- 
nance, according to the engineer. 

Kalogianis said he does not know when 
houses would be built on the tea lots be- 
cause he plans to sell the site to a builder, 
rather than build there himself.

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Artist Returns From An Errand 
To Find Work Ruined By Fire 


Ihe fire that destroyed the life’s work 
and severely damaged the 94 North Main St. 
home of well-known Andover artist David 
Sullivan last Saturday resulted from trying 
to do too much in too little time, Sullivan 
said this week. 

Sullivan wiped down the two metal sculp- 
tures in front of his home with a coating of 
oil early last Saturday afternoon to bring 
out their beauty. 

Then he tossed the oily rags under his 
kitchen sink and left to run an errand in 
Cambridge, preparing for a large party the 
next day, with a stop at an Andover High 
track meet. 

When he returned at about 3 p.m., his 
home of the past 15 years was veri | 
Sullivan lost most of the work he has pro- 
duced in his 20-year career — including 
everything he has done during the pasi eight 
years. 

Deputy Fire Chief Harold Wright this 
week said the fire began under the kitchen 
sink, on the first floor of the south side of 
the house, by spontaneous combustion. The 
oily rags ignited themselves. 

The fire worked its way up the walls. 


Friends Rush To Assist; 
Benefit Exhibit Saturday 


The many friends of artist David Sullivan 
and his family wasted no time in coming to 
their aid when a fire tore through the Sulli- 
vans’ 94 North Main St. home last Saturday 

Dozens appeared on the scene to help 
rescue artworks from the house, and an 
expert on restoring damaged works was 
called to the fire immediately. 

Restoration of the surviving drawings 
and paintings, which will take years of work 
and thousands of dollars to accomplish, is 
already underway. 

And from 7 to 9 p.m. Saturday night, May 
15, the Friends of the Sullivans Committee 
will hold an exhibit at the Addison Gallery 
at Phillips Academy to raise funds for the 
family. As many of Sullivan’s works as 
possible will be shown. 

The committee has also set up a fund for 
contributions, according to family friend 
Peg Ireland. Contributions may be sent to 
the Friends of the Sullivans, P.O. Box 48,

across the ceiling and upstairs. Because the 
old house, built in 1890, had no fire-stopping, 
the fire had a clear path until it reached 
Sullivan’s studio on the third floor, where 
the ceiling insulation in a roof installed 
three years ago ‘‘delayed it,’’ Wright ex- 
plained. 

No one was home when the fire began 
Camellia Sullivan, the artist’s wife, had 
just finished painting the walls of a small 
room next to the kitchen and had gone to 
Crafts in the Park in Central Park. The 
Sullivans’ children, Marisa, 17, and David 
Ashley, 13, were also out. 

A motorist who noticed smoke coming 
from the top floor notified the Fire Depart- 
ment at 2:35 p.m., Wright said. He esti- 
mates that the fire had started roughly one 
hour earlier. 

Twenty-six firefighters, three pumpers, 
an aerial platform and an ambulance were 
at the scene for about three hours, the 
deputy chief said. 

There were no major injuries, but the 
firefighters ‘‘had a tough time getting the 
lines up to the third floor with all the smoke 
and heat. We were using a lot of oxygen 


Deputy Fire Chief Harold Wright said 
this week that by the time his firefighters 
had the fire under control enough to think 
about saving Sullivan’s work, it was too 
late. 

His work of the past few years was stored 
in a third-floor studio, where the fire struck 
most viciously. Nothing could be saved. The 
loss is estimated at $100,000. 

But art from other parts of the house was 
saved, about a third of what was in the 
house, and some of it will be restored, at an 
estimated cost of $30,000. 

“The fire took two hours to burn, and it 
will take more than two years — maybe 
five years — to really handle the damage,”’ 
paper conservator Robert Hauser explained 
this week. 

A conservator for North Andover’s Tex- 
tile Museum who also has a private prac- 
tice, Hauser was called to the fire by 
Howard Yezerski, owner of the Andover 


.tanks.’’ Dr. William O'Reilly, an Andover 


pediatrician, offered assistance during the 
fire, Wright said, and was ‘‘a big help to 
us. 

The house is still ‘‘structurally sound,”’ 
Wright said, but will need ‘‘extensive reno- 
vations.’’ According to family friend Peg 
Ireland, restoring the house may cost about 
$60,000. That cost will be covered by insur- 
ance, Sullivan said. 

The family is currently staying in And-

The artist said he hopes to move back in

Gallery of Fine Arts, located across the 
street from the Sullivan’s house. 

As soon as the firefighters allowed Sulli- 
van and Hauser to enter the house during 
the fire, they began trying to get ‘‘every- 
thing’’ out of the house. They found a ‘‘safe 
room’’, which every piece passed through 
as the two decided what should be saved. 

“It was quite a task,’ Hauser said, ‘‘iden- 
tifying what you wanted to take out.”’ 

Firefighters were called to the scene at 
2:35 p.m. By midnight, Sullivan, Hauser 
and a team of 30 to 50 friends had every- 
thing out of the house and examined. It was 
a non-stop effort, with nightfall and the 
threat of mildew the enemies. 

“Stacks of drawings were saturated with 
water,’’ Hauser said, ‘‘and as night ap- 
proached, the possibility of mildew in- 
creased. We had to start drying them as 
quickly as possible.”’ 

Two photographers documented the en- 
tire operation. Even works that were ru- 
ined, like silkscreens, were washed and 
packaged so that Sullivan can review them 
later, to help him ‘‘reconstruct a lifetime of 
work.” 

Family friend Barbara Maren offered 
some of her office space at Victor Realty on 
North Main Street to house the salvaged 
artworks. Hauser said there are approxi- 
mately 190 drawings, pastels and prints 
there now, along with two portfolios, 24 
sketchbooks, some photographs and 500 
slides documenting Sullivan's work. 

Cleaning the slides alone may cost $5,000, 
Peg Ireland indicated. They must be taken 
out of their mountings, cleaned, and then 
remounted. 

The works on paper are being categorized 
according to what kind of treatment they 
need, and Sullivan will decide which he 
wants cleaned first. Restoring them all will 
take ‘‘years or work,’’ Hauser said 

Dozens of 6il paintings that were hanging 
throughout the house, done by Sullivan and 
other artists, were also rescued. Christo- 
pher Cook, director of the Addison Gallery, 
called in Sandy Webber and Jean Rosston of 
the Williamstown Regional Art Conserva- 
tion Laboratory, Williamstown, to start re- 
storing the paintings Monday

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Over 1,000 Appeal New Taxes 
But Most Pay Bills On Time 


By John P. Sawyer 


Hundreds of Andover property owners, dissatisfied with 
their tax bills, have filed appeals with the town. 

A total of 1,068 appeals were filed before last Friday's 
deadline, according to Town Assessor William H. Russell, 
who said in a normalyear no more than 50 appeals are usually 
filed. 

Last Friday was also the final day for payment of tax bills. 
The tax collector's office could not provide official figures but 
indicated the payment rate seemed in accordance with a 
normal year — which would mean all but seven or eight 
percent of bills were paid. 

‘It’s a larger number (1,068 appeals) in accordance with a 
normal year,’ said Russell. But he noted that this was the 
year of revaluation in Andover, and many property values 
were changed. 

One-hundred appealshad been filed as of about three weeks 
ago, and at that time Russell had predicted, although he said 
he couldn't be sure, that about 300 moremight be filed. 

The local Board of Assessors has three months to act upon 
such appeals, but according to Russell, the time period can be 
extended by agreement. He said he didn’t know how long the 
entireprocessmight take, noting that the Board of Assessors 
would not ‘‘rush through” to finish in three months and would 
take six months if necessary ‘‘to do it right.”’ 

Russell has explained that some people may feel their land, 
and maybe not their house, is valued too high. Such objections 
will be considered, but barring any mistake in the tax bill, it’s

If a property owner appeals his tax bill and is unhappy with 
the local board’s decision, he can file with the state Tax 
Appellate Board. But Russell has noted that it could take up to 
three years for the state to hear and decide the case.

— two-thirds of the state’s towns have undergone the process, 
and next year will include the rest — it could take even longer 


for the Appellate Board to hear tax appeals, according to the ° 


Andover assessor 

Andover signed a contract in April 1980 with the firm PRC 
Jacobs to conduct the town’s revaluation — an attempt to 
adjust out-of-date assessments resulting from some property 
values rising more than others over the years. 

Revaluation brings tax books up-to-date by assessing prop- 
erty at or near current market value. The process officially 
ended here April 7, 1982, when tax bills were mailed out. 

About 3,000 taxpayers (a ‘‘little above the average’’) re- 
quested hearings on the revaluation of their property, accord- 
ing to Russell. Changes were made, mostly downward 
adjustments, in about 50 percent of those cases. 

One reason for the higher than usualnumber of revaluation 
hearing requests , the town assessor has said, is that larid 
values have increased, catching most people by surprise. 

The latest revaluation process is the third such procedure 
for the town since 1967. 

Following that revaluation process, Andover assessors be- 
gan a plan to have the assessments updated every ten years 

The next revaluation period was accepted without much 
difficulty by town meeting, but in more recent years the 
proposal to review the town was met with considerable 
opposition at annual and special town meetings 

After two or three attempts to get funding for a new 100 
percent revaluation by the town was met with defeat, the 
state department of revenue and taxation came into the 
picture, ordering the town, through court order, to conform to 
a Supreme Court ruling which mandated all cities and towns 
in the Commonwealth must assessproperty at 100 percent fair 
market value 

Had the town not funded the project, the state would have 
come in and done the revaluation and charged the town for the 
process, at the sametime assigning their own revaluation 
firm to do the job 

It is anticipated that through the use of the town’s data 
processing systems, these current values will be able to be 
maintained more readily through easier access to records and 
more up-to-date maintenance of property values in the com- 
munity. 

The total valuation of Andover's real and personal property 
is $987.586,100, including a total residential evaluation of $708.- 
801,670, a total commercial evaluation of $99,394,470, a total 
industrial evaluation of $143,823,290, a total open space eval- 
uation of $12,138,670 and the total valuation of personal prop- 
erty at $23,428,000 

With a tax base of $19,257,928.95, Andover’s tax rate is $19.50 
per $1,000 of assessed valuation

He says he’s being forced out of Andover 
— a town he says lacks ample space to 
accommodate local businesses such as his. 

Howard Yezerski, 75 Park St., wants a 
variance from the Zoning Board of Appeals 
to operate the Andover Gallery of Fine Art 
out of his home — a business for profit but 
also, say Many, a community asset. pres: 
ently located at 91 North Main St. 

‘There is a problem in town,”’ he said ata 
public hearing last week. ‘‘There are people 
being forced out of business...I1 think few 
people realize how critical the situation is.” 


The Andover Center Merchants Associa- 
tion, led by Chairman Richard Chapel of 
Andover Photo, has spoken out in favor of 
central business district expansion and is 
seeking out anyone interested in studying 
the idea. 

Yezerski puts it this way — after 14 years 
at his present location, ‘‘We are being 
forced out of our space,” because his land- 
lord wishes to expand his own business, and 
Yezerski says he can’t afford to pay a rent 
increase. 

He noted that he has been ‘‘unable to find 
suitable or affordable space in Andover to 
relocate.”’ 


But the words from Appeals Board Chair- 
man Wesley E. Whitney about a variance 
for Yezerski were not encouraging 

Lack of business space in town, he said. 
has resulted because, ‘‘The people of And- 
over have chosen to keep their business 
area small.”’ 

He said Yezerski’s case ‘‘truly presents a 
problem to this board,’’ because of the

town’s ‘‘great hesitancy’ to rezone on a 
‘‘piecemeal basis’’ and because the grant- 
ing of a variance requires a “hardship.” 
Whitney said the ‘‘hardship’’ in this case is 


an economic one and not because 
Yezerski’s home is unusable under its pre- 
sent zoning. 

Yezerski’s neighborhood is zoned Single 
Residence A, although the gallery owner 
maintains 40 percent of the dwellings are 
used for other purposes. He said the neigh- 
borhood includes multi-family housing, a 
funeral home, an engineering firm and a 
retail store. 

If the town is against such ‘‘piecemeal 
zoning,’’Yezerski’s neighbors and others 
who appeared at last week's public hearing 
apparently aren’t — at least in Yezerski’s 
case. 

Robert Perrault, 46 Whittier St., main- 
tained, ‘‘It would be an aid to the commu- 
nity’’ if Yezerski were given his variance. 
He added, ‘‘There are other establishments 
in the neighborhood.’ 

John Hess, 51 Whittier St., and Jack Hall, 
of Chickering Court, also spoke in favor. 
Christopher Cook, of the Addison Gallery, 
urged town officials to help keep Yezerski’s 
Andover Gallery of Fine Art in town. And- 
over artist David Sullivan added, ‘‘It’s a 
very important service, and it would be a 
shame to lose it.”’ 

Only Joanne Dahlgren, 45 Whittier St., 
spoke in opposition to the granting of a 
variance to Yezerski. She said it would be 
‘“‘unfair’’ to the neighborhood residents and 
said the people of Andover want to keep the 
town residential. 

Realtor Liz Cohen, however, said there is 
a ‘‘terrible shortage’ of space in Andover, 
adding that there is little available at rea- 
sonable rental rates. 


His Business In Andover 


‘We are 30,000 people, and we want to 
look like a little village,’’ she said, noting 
that people want to ‘‘pretend this is a small 
town.”’ 

Appeals Board Member Richard Moody 
stressed that the board shouldn’t be made 
the villain in the Yezerski case. He said 
Yezerski either must pay the rent, find 
another location or convince his landlord 
not to raise the rent. 


Yezerski admitted to the board, ‘I think 
this is a very difficult thing to do (to grant 
the variance).’’ But he noted that only one 
person at the public hearing objected. He 
said that while his gallery is a business for 
profit, it is also a valuable resource for the 
community, available for use by the And- 
over school system and other groups such 
as Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts. 


Yezerski maintained that moving his 
business into his home ‘‘wouldn’t alter the 
character of the neighborhood.” 

When asked by Whitney where he might 
go if not given the variance, Yezerski an- 
swered. *‘I don’t know.” 

In other public hearings before the Zoning 
Appeals Board last week, John Recesso, 6 
Meadowbrook Drive, requested a variance 
to build a two-stall garage at his home; 
Atty. Andrew Shea, representing Rose 
Schechter, 6 Marion Ave., requested a vari- 
ance for the Schechter home — northeast 
corner is too close to Marion Avenue; ga- 
rage ts too close to adjoining property; rear 
deck is near sideline —- so that the property 
may be sold;a transfer of Armand’s Auto 
Body, 77 Essex St., was requested 


Accounts, Superintendent States

Schools Superintendent Dr. Kenneth Sei- 
fert’s message is clear 

The Andover school budget’s instructio- 
nal portion falls within the upper 25 percent 
of the state, he says, and in Andover more 
resources are placed in the instructional 
program than in other school systems with 
similar per pupil costs 

So to those who say Andover is top heavy 
in administration, Seifert notes this town is 
less than the state average in that area 

Reaction to next year’s $12.9 million 
school budgetis still coming in, with much 
of the negative reaction focused upon the 
number of teachers cut 

Last week, the school committee heard 
from the Andover Education Association, 
which reminded schoolmen of the impor- 
tance of the classroom teacher, and high 
school teacher Gerry Grasso, who claimed 
the school system has a ‘‘wide base of 
supervisors, advisors, associate adminis- 
trators and their assistants.”’ 

‘‘We have put more of our resources in 
the teaching account,”’ says Seifert 


The superintendent explains that the 
claim of a top heavy administration here is 
an “emotional argument,’ and he says he 
understands the emotion involved in the 
issue 

But Seifert maintains that those who 
make the charge without presenting an 
alternative plan that works is ‘‘not respon 
sible.’’ He says he ‘‘would welcome’”’ the 
presentation of any organizational scheme- 
that can do the job in the school system 
more efficiently 

‘That would be greatly appreciated,’ he 
Says, adding that such a plan should be 
available to the public for examination to 
see if it would indeed work 

‘‘Every person has the freedom of 
speech,’’ according to Seifert, but with it, 
he says, comes a responsibility. 

He also comments that some people come 
forward with opinions after the decisions 
have already been made, and he wonders 
where those people were when the decision- 
making process was ongoing. 

Seifert stresses that Andover is less than 


the state average on administrative costs 
and above the state average on instructio- 
nal costs. Given these points, he asks the 
rhetorical question as to where cuts are 


faced with making cutbacks 
In the past, Seifert says he has proposed 
the adding of teachers. Yet he says Gerry

But to an 
artist, it must be worse, faced with the 
knowledge that the countless hours and 
painstaking work of brush against canvas 
can be destroyed in such a short space of 
time. 

The world and life of an artist, with its 
personal creativity, is often a lonely one. 
The professional works long hours alone 
with brush, colors, an easel and thoughts 
in composing his work. By economic stan- 
dards tht financial reward is often less 
compensating than the personal sense of 
accomplishment. 

What must have been heartening to Sul- 
livan and his family last weekend, howev- 
er, was the spontaneous outpouring of 


friends and just plain Andover residents 
who went to the scene Saturday afternoon 
and Sunday to assist him in cleaning up 
after the fire’s destruction and to save 
some of the art works which could be 
restored. 

Throughout the day Sunday there was a 
steady stream of people offering to help 
and lend a hand with whatever salvaging 
efforts could be accomplished. 

His friends are now preparing to assist 
him further with the costs of such restora- 
tion at a special exhibit this Saturday at 
the Addison Art Gallery. 

David and his family are making every 
effort to get the home and studio back in 
condition in order that he may resume his 
work. 

And, while such an experience must be 
difficult to go through, it must also be 
rewarding to the family that so many 
people cared for them both personally and 
for artistic accomplishments. 

It is that caring that lends confidence to 
the belief that David Sullivan will be back 
before his easel shortly, expressing him- 
self once again in award-winning style and 
with a certain and pronounced flair of 
gratitude to friends and people of And- 
over. 

Such confidence is buoyed by the further 
fact that Sullivan is not only a fine artist, 
but he and his family are just nice people 
which was obvious from the response last 
weekend.

AEA Commended 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN 

I would like to commend the Andover Education 
Association for the best effort to date to inform 
Andover citizens of what is happening to our 
schools which appeared under the title ‘‘How Well 
Did They Do Their Homework?”’ in the April 22 
edition of the Townsman. I would like to encourage 
this organization and the School Committee to 
expand the factual information available to the 
public regarding our schools 

An issue that is of particular concern to me is 
how the administration plans to reduce the high 
school science teaching staff by 25 percent. The 
proposal is that science classes be cut from six 
periods a week to five. Currently at the high school, 
students receive four periods of classroom instruc- 
tion and have one double laboratory period (80 
minutes) period per week. Options for next year 
include having four classes and one single period of 
lab or five classes per week with no labs 

These options will cause a significant decline in 
the quality of science education at Andover High 
School. The laboratory is where students apply

what they have learned in the classroom, and many 
educators feel that such hands-on experiences en- 
able the most significant learning to be realized. 
The lab also provides students with the opportunity 
to develop their organizational skills and manual 
dexterity, both of which are crucial to students 
planning a career in any of the sciences (medicine, 
engineering and research). 

The citizens of Andover ought to carefully consid- 
er this proposed reduction in science classes and 
react to it...make your opinions known to the 
School Committee and your neighbors. How will the 
young people of this town fare on the science 
achievements and in freshmen college courses 
when they will be competing with students from 
Lexington, Gloucester and Newton where students 
receive eight periods per week of instruction in 
science. 

The experiments and activities that can be con- 
ducted in the laboratories are already limited by 
the pupil-teacher ratio and the 80-minute time con- 
straint. Any of you who have worked with young 
people should be able to appreciate how much time 
students need to set up and clean up. If the laborato- 
ry period is only 40 minutes, students will have only 
20 minutes in which to complete their activities. 

Other examples of information that I would like 
to see become public include the following : 

1. The pupil-teacher ratio in Andover is 25:1, but 
how many classes actually have this ratio? How 
many Classes exceed 25:1? What is the maximum 
class size permitted in the schools and how many 
classes are there of this size? I feel that the concept 
of average pupil-teacher ratio leads us to some 
unfortunate misconceptions of reality. Because 
classes for both low and high ability students are 
often very small, these figures tend to make the 
ratio look more impressive than it really is. I 
personally know of several classes in the lower 
grades of the elementary schools that have 32 
children. 

2. What administrative cuts have been made and 
what proposals exist for increasing cuts in this 
area? Since one administrative salary can provide 
1'2 teachers, a careful examination of the adminis- 
trative structure is crucial. Is it truly necessary, 
for example, to have two vice principals at a school 
the size of Andover High? Are the new full-time 
curriculum advisors which have replaced depart- 
ment heads and whose duties do not include teach- 
ing a luxury we can no longer afford in this time of 
declining resources? 


3. The town had $300,000 remaining in its budget 
at the end of last year. This fact indicates that now 
is the perfect time to reconsider the traditional 58- 
42 ratio of school expenses to town expenses, and to 
reevaluate our priorities. 


The Andover Schools are experiencing a signifi- 
cant decline in educational quality that is only 
beginning. This decline will influence the occupa 
tions, social class, productivity, social conscious 
ness and values of our young people. It 
responsibility to insure that our children receive 
the best we can offer, that we maximize the re 
sources that are available for public education so 
that each child will be able to develop his/her 
potential to its fullest

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Neighbors Caution Board 


On Restaurant Expansion 


Septic system outflow from the 99 Res- 
taurant surfaces in a manner that is 
‘scary’ and seeps into Haggett’s Pond — 
the town’s source of drinking water, Rich- 
ard Donovan, 456 Lowell St., alleged last 
week. 

“The effluent flows in the brook...Hag- 
gett’s Pond,’ said Donovan. ‘‘The effluent 
from the 99 Restaurant flows into the drink- 
ing water of the town.”’ 


Atty. Carmine DiAdamo, representing 
Androck Trust (99 Restaurant), appeared 
before a Zoning Appeals Board public hear- 
ing last Thursday to request a variance and 
special permit for construction of an addi- 
tion to the restaurant’s kitchen. 


This would house a new waste treatment 
system that discharges clean water into the 
present leaching field. The local Board of 
Health has asked the 99 Restaurant to 


change its septic system, according to Di- 
Adamo, but the restaurant has violated no 
rules. 

Community Development Director Jona- 
thon Gilmore confirmed that present regu- 
lations do not relate to the adequacy of 
waste treatment and that the Health Board 
is only ‘‘encouraging’’ the 99 Restaurant to 
pursue a new system. 

DiAdamo said the work would be done 
under the auspices of the Board of Health 
and would represent an attempt to improve 
soil conditions and make the restaurant a 
better neighbor to surrounding residents. 

The request before the Zoning Appeals 
Board, he said, would not lead to any new 
seats in the restaurant or loss of parking 
space. 


‘Nothing we have discussed,’’ according 
to DiAdamo, ‘‘could possibly lead to an 
expansion of the restaurant.” 


But neighborhood residents were not con- 
vinced of the merit of the 99 Restaurant's 
proposal 

Donovan said he believed a kitchen addi- 
tion might increase the numbers of patrons 
at the restaurant and lead to more use of 
the new septic system. And he questioned 
how the soil could handle discharge water 
“if the ground is impregnated with 
grease.” 

‘The septic system was ill-conceived in 


the beginning,”’ claimed Donovan, ‘‘and 
never did work properly.” 


He said he can dig a hole 1'2 feet deep in 
his own land and strike water. He also 
complained of odor and noted the 99 Restau- 
rant’s septic tank has to be pumped out. 

‘The pond had fish in it,’’ explained Do- 
novan, adding now there are ‘‘no more 
fish.’ He called this ‘‘coincidential’’ and 
put no actual blame on the 99 Restaurant. 

But the neighbor’s complaints did not end 


there. 

Donovan asked the Zoning Appeals Board 
to consider in the 99 Restaurant’s request 
for a variance and special permit what he 
alleged was the establishment’s ‘‘irrespon- 
sibility’’ and ‘‘lack of concern.” 

He claimed that the parking situation has 
resulted in accidents in front of his own 
driveway. And he said refuse is ‘‘thrown 
over a stockade fence.’ He described that 
refuse as .containing, among other things, 
‘knives, forks...articles of clothing in the 
summer months.”’ 


Other neighbors related similar com- 
plaints to the Zoning Appeals Board. 

‘They have picked up this refuse once,” 
alleged Donovan. ‘‘...Nothing ever gets 
done. It’s always being put off.”’ 


He also said noise after the restaurant 
closes is ‘‘something that’s just out of 
hand.”’

Old Fashioned Fourth 
Aim Of Committee 


Andover will celebrate Independence Day 
with real old-fashioned Fourth of July festi- 
vities, thanks to the efforts of seven towns- 
people, but volunteers are still needed to 
bring their plans to life. 

Peter Anderson, chairman of the private 
Fourth of July Committee, told the select- 
men Monday night that volunteers are 
needed to help run the activities the com- 
mitte® has planned for Sunday, July 4, this 
year (or July 5 if it rains on the holiday). 

The seven-member committee is pattern- 
ing the celebration after Andover’s Inde- 
pendence Days of the 1880s and ‘90s, he 
explained, although not all of the long-ago 
observances would be appropriate today — 
for example, stores were open, the School 
Committee held a meeting, and a bonfire 
was lit in Elm Square. 


But in the old-fashioned spirit, a ‘‘horri- 
bles’’ parade will be held, for adults and 
children to march in costume with doll 
carriages and bicycles, and prizes will go to 
all who participate. The parade route is not 
set yet, but it will be a short one, Anderson 
said. He is hoping that hundreds of people 
will participate

Games and amusements will be offered 
in Central Park from about noon to 5:30 or 6 
p.m., featuring hay rides and pony rides, 
pie-eating contests and ‘‘family-type’’ 
races. 

The highlight of the amusements could be 
a dunk tank, Anderson added. where towns- 
people would take their best shot at sinking 
a victim in a tank of water. He urged the 
selectmen and town manager to volunteer 
as targets, along with school department 
officials; that should guarantee a most suc- 
cessful game, he said 

Besides volunteers to staff the games and 
amusements, the committee is seeking lo- 
cal talent — mimes, jugglers, magicians, 
story-tellers — to circulate throughout the 
park during the day 

Food concessions are available for non- 
profit groups, too, Anderson added. 

A band concert will probably close out the 
day, starting at around 4:30, the chairman 
indicated

Anderson's committee stepped in this 
year to make sure the town would not be 
quiet once again on the summer holiday.

Gypsy Moth 
Hatch 
Is On 


The gypsy moth eggs are hatching! Re- 
ports from the Department of environmen- 
tal Management (D.E.M.) personnel 
indicate a normal hatch is progressing 
across the Commonwealth. In areas where 
the elevations rise above 1500 feet, as in the 
western mountainous regions of the state, 
the gypsy moths have not hatched yet. 

To date, hatching conditions have been 
ideal. Warm dry days have favored the 
emergence of this year’s crop of defolia- 
tors. The relatively calm, wind-free weath- 
er conditions have worked to our 
advantage, and if persist, will prevent the 
widespread migration of caterpillars which 
proved to be our downfall last year. Most of 
the newly hatched caterpillars won't travel 
far from home this year. 

During the next week, property owners 
should restrain from using control mea- 
sures. At this time, caterpillars are still 
small enough that they may be dispersed by 
the wind. An attempt to eliminate all of the 
caterpillars within property boundaries will 
be met with futility when a new population 
blows in.from somewhere else. Once the 
caterpillars are too heavy to be carried by 
the wind, usually about two to three weeks 
after they hatch, control measures can be 
initiated. 

A common course of action is the applica- 
tion of a pesticide to the foliage in order to

Selectmen Examine Their Goals 


With annual town meeting behind them, the 
Board of Selectmen are ready to start concentrat- 
ing on their goals for the coming fiscal year, 1983. 
The updated comprehensive plan for the town, 
which town meeting appropriated $50,000 to fund 
last month, may encompass a number of those 
goals 

The board discussed their priorities with the town 
manager Monday night, and agreed that the Plan- 
ning Board’s upcoming comprehensive planning 
process should address several of their concerns: 
possibly expanding the central business district 
allowing in-law apartments, and updating the « 
town’s cluster zoning laws 

Selectman William Dalton said that, according to i 
Zoning Board of Appeals Chairman Wesley Whit- 
ney, the ZBA is hearing too many appeals that ‘ 
would be unnecessary if the zoning bylaws were 
revised. % 

Town Manager Kenneth Mah®ny pointed out that > 
the comprehensive, or master, plan is intended to 
result in updated zoning laws 

The board also named studying the town’s s tax 
model as one of their goals for fiscal '83. The tax 
model in use for the past several years divides town “i 
revenues and debts into a 58-42 percent split — with is * 
the school department responsible for 58 percent, - 
and the town side 42 percent <" 

The tax model was criticized during town meet- 
ing, when some voters suggested it requires the 
schools to accept an unfair burden. The question ; 
will be studied by a subcommittee made up of , 
selectmen, School Committee and Finance Com- - 
mittee members : 

Central maintenance — consolidating mainte- 
nance of all town and school property — has been a 
selectmen’s goal for the past two years, and is one <° 
of their goals once again this year
